‘“We wish to take this occasion 
to say that for unfair, untruthful 
and utterly foundationless asser- 
tions nothing could be more dis- 
honest and outrageous, and we 
must conclude that your Govern- 
ment felt itself totally unable to 
resist these attacks, not having a 
sufficient knowledge of the service 
we were rendering, and therefore, 
driven to take the responsibility of 
cancelling the agreement, even 
though in absolute repudiation of 
its very definite terms.”’ 

Mr. Oliver must surely have had 
some information regarding the 
company and its operations, when 
he cancelled its operations so pre- 
cipitately, that he has not given the 
public. He must divulge this 
before he can satisfactorily explain 
his action,

Canadian transcontinental scheme 
for the present. . 

“Tt is known ‘‘it says’’ that the 
Great Northern had an option on 
the Regina and Prince Albert line 
before it was purchased by the C. 
N. R., and the option was for some 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
less than paid by the GC. N. R. 
The C. P. R. is building between 
Weyburn and Lethbridge, and 
that will mean almost a second or 
third transcontinental by the C. P. 
R. Of course this change in pol- 


icy refers merely to the transconti- 


nental system. It is more than 
probable that the Great Northern 
may send up branches into Can- 
ada. 

It is not difficult to believe that 
the transcontinental line that Mr, 
Hill was said to be projecting has 
been abandoned. It struck some 
rich country but it cannot be said 
that the route as a whole was 
through a particularly promising 
section of the west. Besides it was 
close to Mr. Hill's American line, 
He is essentially a railway pioneer 
and when he does build a trans- 
continental we venture to say that 
it will be considerably to the north 
of the lines at present in existence 
and under construction. In the 
meanwhile his branch lines will 
serve his purposes.

Alberta Farmers’ Association held 
at Calgary on ‘fuesday and Wed- 
nesday, Jan. 9th and 10'h, will 
constitute an important milestone 
in the history of an organisation, 
which all who have followed its 
operations must be convinced is de- 
stined to play a large part in the 
great future that lies before the

the first year of the association's 
existence.

An animated discussion arose as 
to the answer that was to* be sent. 
Mr. Lang was strongly in favor 
of maintaining the present system. 
Mr. Stevens was certain that the 
money ‘being spent on roads at 
present was by no means being 
thrown away. Mr. Woolford re- 
marked that the formation of mu- 
nicipalities always led to heavy 
taxes. ‘They were too heavy 
where I came from’’ he added 
“and that is why [came out here.”’ 
Mr. Heatley protested that money 
was being spent unfairly under the 
present system. In his district 
they had a vrievance against their 
local member, who had not allowed 
money to be spent there because 
of the vote which it had given at 
his elecrion, Mr. Iletcher thought 
the method of electing local im- 
provement councillors needed reg u- 
lating badly. 

Finally it was agreed that the 
time was not opportune for the 
adoption of the Red Deer idea, but 
one contrary vole being registered. 

A heavy grist of resolutions took 
up the evening session. Along 
the western boundary of the prov- 
ince between the 49th and 54th 
parallels, one of them pointed out, 
there are 25,000,000 acres of valu- 
able timber land. ‘Ihe need of | re- 
forestation and the setting aside of 
forest reserves were urged on the 
government, 


A. resolution that elicited much 


_ discussion was that asking that ru- 


ral municipalities be given the 
option of levying a hospital rate, 
not exceeding one cent per acre, 
farmers to receive treatment at the 
hospital aided gratuitously. 

Mr. Jamieson urged that the 
charitably-disposed should not bear 
the brunt of an essentially public 
duty. Others, however, thought 
that it would not be inthe interests 
of the association for it to take the 
responsibility of urging on the 
government the laying of further 
burdens on the agriculturist and 
the resolution was voted down. 

It was resolved that the govern- 
ment be requested to legislate so 
that homesteaders should have the 
first chance to purchase mineral 
rights on their homesteads. 

Another resoltition was carried 
to the effect that as the government 
was establishing trunk system tele- 
phones, the association recommend- 
ed that the management of — the 
trunk lines be placed in the hands 
of a commission, composed o f 
men who will be above party poli- 
tical influence. 

Mr. Stevens pointed out the dif- 
ficulty of keeping such services 
away from political control and re- 
called how James Dalrymple, the 

slasgow public ownership expert, 
had been brought to Chicago to 
give his views as to the adoption of 
the principle there and had come 
to the conclusion that before it 
could be made a success, it would 
be necessary to inake Chicago over. 

A resolution on motor cars began 
‘Grasmuch as motors are more dan- 
gerous in motion than standing 
still.’ It asked for stringent regu- 
lations but the resolution committee 
modified it so as to ask merely for 
regulations that would compel 
drivers of motor cars to respect the 
safety of those in other conveyances 

nd pedestrians. It was finally re- 
ferred to the legislative comunittee, 
after Mr. Fletcher had pointed out 
that the act secured by Mr. Boyle

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at the last session of the legislature 
afforded some relief. 

A resolution calling for legisla- 
tion to establish a provincial sys- 
tem of highways, one-third of the 
cost to be borne by the government, 
one-third by the centres of popu- 
lation connected by the road and 
one-third by the land affected was 
set aside 

The bonusing of railways copor- 
ations and industries had not a 
friend in the gathering and was 
condemned with one voice. 

A resolution on the rate of inter- 
est, about the meaning of which 
there was some doubt, was voted 
down. 


One of very great interest to 
Southern Alberta was introduced 
by Mr. Harris and carried without 
opposition, It called for the fol- 
lowing changes in the irrigation 
law : 

1. ‘That the water rights be 
made transferrable, as the farmers 
have paid for the water and should 
have right to sell ; 

2. ‘The companies shall maintain 
and operate all laterals under their 
respective systems. 

3%. ‘That water be measured by a 
competent engineer, with meter 
and graduated weir placed in all 
laterals, so that the ditch rider or 
water master will be at no loss to 
determine the amount of water 
passing a given point. 

4. That instead of water being 
measured continuous as under the 
present system it shall be distribut- 
edas follows: ‘That a_ standard 
stream shall be 2 50-100 sec. feet, 
and where less that the amount be 
due in one lateral it: be measured 
pro rata (as 50-100 teet due in one 
lateral instead of being continuous), 
it be measured 2 50-100 feet pro 
rata, or 88 8-6 hours each week, or 
where the volume exceeds 2 50-100 
feet and does not reach two stand- 
ard streams it shall be pro rata as 
before: 

5. ‘Nhat all streams be scheduled 
and that schedules be. furnished 
the farmer not later than May 1, 
stating at what point to be taken, 
and time of any amount ; 

6. Where water users fail for 
three consecutive years to pay for 
their water rights the water rights 
be then taken away from them. 

7- Where one wilfully takes by 
force or otherwise water scheduled 
for another, it be made a criminal 
offense for which recourses can be 
had to the nearest justice of the 
peace. 

The legislative committee was 
asked to take up the question of 
exorbitant rates of interest that 
were being charged in some parts 
of the province. 

A resolution calling for improve- 
ment in the postal service was pass- 
ed though Mr. Jameson thought 
that the people from each locality 
should make specific complaints. 

A most interesting discussion 
arose over the proposal to compel 
elevators to put in cleaning apara- 
tus. Mr. ‘Thompson catised much 
merriment by telling of his exper- 
ience when running an elevator. 
He bought some wheat as No, | 
Rejected, cleaned it and thought 
as he would get a better grade, he 
was doing a very smart thing. 
However, it got tagged and became 
No. 2 Rejected. 

Mr. Jaimeson held that the far-

perimental farms, but the resolu- 
tion carried, 

The last resolution of the even- 
ing called for as severe a_ penalty 
as possible for fraud, either | by 
buyer or seller, in connection with 
scales. Weighimasters should be 
appointed by the government. 

Next morning it was resolved to 
to request the Dominion govern- 
nent to try and devise some means 
to guard against coal famine, either 
by making arbitration compulsory, 
taking charge of the mines by the 
public works department in case of 
labor troubles, or some other satis- 
factory means. 

A resolution was also passed, 
asking the provincial government 
to declare a bounty on coyotes. 

A letter was read from) Hon. W. 
Finlay, minister of agriculture, in 
which he states that) the govern- 
ment cannot see a way to operate a 
pork-packing establishment, 

The financial report was very 
satisfactory, showing a surplus of 
some $25 or $30 in the treasury. 

Before the election of officers was 
proceeded with, Mr. Barker poin- 
ted out the neces ity of following 
broad lines. ‘The secretary, he 
held, should be paid at least $800 
and another year should give his 
Whole ttme to the work of the as- 
sociation, which should have a per- 
manent headquarters. 

For the presidency Mr. Warner, 
Mr. Woolford and Mr. Fletcher 
were nominated, All these gentle- 
men were anxious that their names 
should be withdrawn, but on the 
second ballot, Mr. Fletcher was 
elected. A’ gratifying feature of 
the election was the absence of all 
sectional division. Mr. Fletcher, 
whose home is at Téllerslie, south 
of Strathcona, was nominated by 
Mr. Barker of Cardston, and Mr. 
Woolford of Cardston was nomina- 


ted by Mr. Ball offStrathcona. Mr. | 


Woolford was unanimously elected 
to the vice-presidency. It was re- 
solved to elect three directors from 
the north and three from the south, 
‘Those chosen were Rice Sheppard, 
Strathcona, George Ball, Strath- 
cona, Henry Jameson, Red Deer, 
George McDonald, Olds, ‘I. W. 
Harris, Raymond, and K. N. Bar- 
ker, Cardston. 

A hearty vote of thanks was ten- 
dered Mr. Warner and his col- 
leagues for their faithful service 
during the year. Mr. Fletcher, 
on taking the chair, paid a high 
tribute to his predecessor. 

‘The question of the appointment 
of an officiay organ was referred to 
the directors, letters from the Farm 
and Ranch Review, the Nor’ West 
Farmer, and the Saturday News 
having been read, offering their 
services as such, 

At the directors’ meeting which 
followed, the Saturday News was 
chosen, ‘Ihe directors pressed up- 
on Mr. Stevens to continue the 
work of the seeretaryship. He 
consented to do so until another 
selection could be made. Mr. 
Warner agreed to act. as chairman 
of the legislative committee, his as- 
sociates being Messrs Fletchoar and 
Ball.
